The signing ceremony, held at 
noon at the White House, was at- 
tended by more than 20 notables 
from congress, the housing agencies, 
and labor and' veterans organiza- 
tions. 
Mr. Truman gave the pen 
with which he signed , the bill to 
David Lawrence of Pittsburgh, rep- 
resenting the U.S. ¿conference of 
mayors.

The President issued a statement 
saying the objective is "a decent 
home and a suitable living environ- 
ment for every American family." 
He said the new law "opens up the 
prospect of decent homes in while- 
some surroundings for low-income 
families now living in the squalor 
of the slums" and initiates a pro- 
gram to help farmers obtain better 
homes, too.

However, Rome police apparently 
had seen enough of Luciano, who 
has been picked up periodically for 
questioning here.ever since he was 
deported-from the United States in 
1946. 
- O^este Barranco, chief of Rome's 
mobile police, said Luciano wculd 
be expelled from Rome and forbid- 
den to return. 
In four days. Bar- 
ranco said. Luciano must leave Rome 
and report to police at his birth- 
place in Sicily, Lercara Friddi.

Detroit, July 15—(TP)—Ford work- 
ers across the nation have voted 
strike approval by a 7-1 margin, the 
CIO United Auto Workers reported 
today. 


Strike approval does not neces- 
sarily mean there will be a walk- 
out. It simply gives union officers 
authority to call one. 


Today—expiration 
date for the 
present Ford contract — was the 
deadline.set by the UAW for filing 
of strike vote' returns by locals at 
Ford's 49 plants. The company em- 
ploys 106,000 production workers.

State's Attorney Has
